Clarke College presents “Home from 
Beijing: Impressions of the 4th Interna- 
tional Conference of Women,” an evening 
with Carolyn Farrell, BVM, on Thursday, 
Oct. 19, 1995, at 7:30 p.m. in the Jansen 
Music Hall. 

Active in political, social, and religious 
issues concerning women, Farrell served 
as an NGO (Non-governmental Organiza- 
tion) delegate to the September 1995 4th 
International Conference on Women in 
Beijing, China. 

Currently, the associate vice president 
of Loyola University for Mundelein Col- 
lege, she is a 1966 graduate of Clarke Col- 
lege where she served as director of Con- 
tinuing Education from 1974-1988. 

She made national headlines when she 
became the first woman mayor of Dubuque 
in 1980.

In her position at Loyola she monitors 
the five-year implementation of the Memo- 
randum of Agreement signed by Loyola 
University Chicago and Mundelein College 
in 1991. She is chair of the Transition Ad- 
visory Committee and coordinates the an- 
nual Women’s Conference initiated by the 
Agreement. She was the interim president 
of Mundelein College in 1991, 

In 1989-91, Farrell was one of the 
founders and the first coordinator of “The 
Women’s Office” in Chicago, a project of 
the BVMs focused on collaboration with 
individuals and groups working for 
women’s justice issues and concerns. She 
was the Region 11 representative of the 
BVMs from 1982-1988. 

While at Clarke, she was responsible for 
the development of the continuing educa- 
tion program for women returning to col-

lege and was the director of summer school 
and special programs. She served as prin- 
cipal of St. Patrick Grade School of 
Dubuque from 1969-1974, and was a 
Dubuque City Council member from 1978- 
1982, serving a two-year term as mayor. 

Her numerous other affiliations include 
the Clarke College board of trustees, Gov. 
Robert Ray’s IOWA 2000 Task Force, the 
Women Church Convergence, the National 
Women’s Political Caucus, the National 
Association of Women in Catholic Higher 
Education, the Chicago Area Women’s His- 
tory Conference, the National Association 
for Women in Education, the National 
Women’s Studies Association, and the 
Women’s Alliance for Theology, Ethics and 
Ritual. She is co-editor of the BVM net- 
work for Women’s Issues.

Clarke prepares for arrival of AIDS quilt 


More than 10,000 people are expected to 
come to Clarke College to view one of 
Jowa's largest displays of the AIDS quilt on 
Oct. 26-28. The display will include 83 12 
feet by 12 feet sections, with cach section 
containing eight*panels. The quilt will be 
displayed in the Atrium, Art Gallery, chapel 
and Atrium hallways. 

Michelle Watters, associate director of 
Campus Ministry, said, “Our basic mission 
of bringing the quilt to Clarke is to build 
awareness and sensitivity to HIV-AIDS and 
those affected by it as well as to educate 
about the prevention of the disease.” 


More than 1,100 elementary, secondary 
and high school students are coming to see 


the quilt. These students are from Dubuque 
area schools. 

The core team that put this event together 
has been meeting for eight months. Mem- 
bers are: Kay Frommelt, Katie Selle, 
Paulette Wilson, Jan Stoffel, Fred Freebolin, 
Emmy Miller, Earl Alexander and Watters. 
Alexander, who is from the Dubuque Re- 
gional AIDS Coalition, and Miller, who is 
from Finley, are key off-campus contacts.

Czech pianist 
to perform at 
Clarke Monday 


Clarke College presents pianist 
Radoslov Kvapil in concert on Monday, 
Oct. 16, at 7 p.m. in Jansen Music Hall. 
Considered by international critics to be the 
Czech Republic’s leading pianist and fin- 
est exponent of its music, Kvapil has given 
recitals in over 20 countries. 

Born in Brno in 1934, he studied with 
Ludvik Kundera, made his professional de- 
but in Brno in 1954 and has played exten- 
sively in Europe. He formed a duo in 1958 
with cellist Stanislav Apolin and in 1970 
joined the Dvorak Piano Trio. 

He has made a complete recording of 
the neglected works of Dvorak, and re- 
corded the complete works of Janacek and 
taken part in a biographical film about him. 
Since 1990, he has been recording the com- 
plete works of Bohuslav Martinu’s piano 
music. He also plays Smetana, Friser, 
Reiner, Kohoutek, Istvan, and Pinos. His 
well-considered, affectionate approaches, 
and his ability to catch the traits of the 
works he plays, ranks him as one of the 
leading interpreters of Czech piano music.
